Judiciary Commiftee during the Fifty-first
Congress,

All of the members are inwvers, who have
in their respective districts and States
schieved unusual distinction.

Not Coming for Polltical Capital,

Messrs, Oates, Bynum and Boatoer, the
Demorratic members of the committee, are
pot disposed to make the investigation a
wedinm for furnishing political eapital
They regard the question st issue as of the
most momentous nature, and they wish to
t the facts. They will inguire in the
lnce as to the cause of the strike; the
ition of the workmen; whether Mr.
ck vas justified in bringing s foree of
Piukerton men not deputized into Home-
siend, and lastly if there is no Federal leg-
sustion that eould obviate k= troubles in
the fatnre. -_—

Chairman Ostes wishes it stated through
Tue Prrrssunc Insparch, officially,
what he desires in respeet to the investigs-
tion.

It is above and
beyond sll party questions T aoticipate
that we can secure all necessary informs-
tion in & few days I hope to have a report
ready to present to the House before the
end of next week. I think I am fortunate
in being associated with gentlemen who are
as fair-minded and ss impartial as are
Messrs. Bynum, Boatner, Tarvlor and
Broderick.

He Cannot Prejndge the Case.

“You ean readily see that I cannot pre.
judee the case, or volunteer any opinion as
1o the right or wrongof any of the questions
in dispute. I the facts that are developed
hurt snybody the committee cannot be held
responsible forthat, It is guite evident
that there is sowething radically wrong,
though why, or in whst way, I cannot say
until I have heard an exhaustive and com-
plete statement of the affair.™

In reference to the statement that the
members of the eommittes, with Chairman
Oates at its bead, are disposed to be im-
partial, the case of Judge Boarman, of
Louvisinon, is cited. Boarman is a United
Stater Distriet Judge from Louisiana
Charges were brought against him several
vears sago. The House Judiciary Commit.
tee of the last Congress held an investigs-
tion and recommended Judge Boarmau’s
impeachment. Judge Boarman is a He
publiean. Another investigation was held
by the Judiciary Committee of this House.
Judge Boarman made a personal statement
to the investigating committee, cleared up
some doubts that had previously
existed in the minds of the Republiean
Judiciury Committee, and the result was
that the Demoeratic eommittee in its report
reversed the opivion of the former Re-
publican Judiciary Commitice by finding
that Boarmen should not be impeached.

A Higld Seareb for the Teath,

Mr. Boatner thinks that every effort
ehould be made to secare all possible infor
mation regarding the cause of the Home-
stead sirike and the direot cause of the riot,
“We want to learn the truth,” said Mr
Bostner, “nothing more. The legal ques
tions involved are of great importance, The

directions in the resolution are specific.
There is no gnestion as to what we most do
or wiat we must learn. We want to find
out whether there is Federal legislstion
that can prevent a similar occurrence, or if

Mr. Broderick, althongh a Republiean,
does not justify the introduction of Pinker-
ton men on the scene. The question has
been raised as to whether a Federal
statute has been violated by Mr Frick in
transporting over a navigable siream a
force of armed men. *Tdo not know," said
Mr. Broderick, “that any specific Federal
statute has been violated, but I am quite
certain that there 13 no Federal statute in
existence that will authorize such a pro-
ceeding. 1 do not see how politics can be
associated with this trouble. But whatever
the cause there should be some remedy
for it.”

Quay and Cameron Interviewed,

Senator Quay thinks it highly proper
that a full investigation be made. “T think
80,” said Benator Quay, ‘‘because the ques-
tions involved in this matter should be
definitely determined.

MORE PINKERTONS EXPECTED.

A Bumor That They Proooss to March
Homestead. .
[FROM A STAFF COREESPONDENT. )

HOMESTRAD, July 10.—1 A, M—At
midnight one of tbe leaders of the locked-
out men received & quiet tip that 500 men,
armed with Winchesters and commanded by
the two Pinkerton brothers, *Bob™ and
William, were on their way to Homestead
via the Wheeling division of the Baltimore
and Qbio. It is thought here that the
Pinkertons will be unloaded among the
hills south of Homestead and that taey will
attempt to enter the mills bya forced and
unexpected mareh over the hilla Just
what there isin the alarm it is hard to
state at this writing, but there is no doubt
but that the mill men believe it to be true.

A small ariny of seouts has been posted
on the hills, and every possible prepara-
tion has been made for the threatened in-
vasion. The leaders of the men are now
holding a secret conference at headquarters,
The hoarse voice of the steam whistle at the
Electric Light Works haa not been sounded
as yet, and the general alarm will not be
wunded until something definite is learned,
On the surface the town Is very quist now,
and the streets are practieslly deserted.
